Leaving 
Reality 
Behind 


The very networks that gave us 
the Housewives and the 
Kardashians are launching scripted 
shows. Is it the end of reality?

MAYBE IT WAS DC Cupcakes, because we didn’t need another 
cable reality show about cake bosses. Or perhaps it was 
the latest chronicling of blue-collar workers in Alaska or 
Louisiana. (Doesn’t Crawfish Catchers look tedious? And we 
bet you can’t even tell whether that title is real or not.) Or it 
could have been Bravo’s seventh Real Housewives series, or 
E!’s fourth Kardashians title. 

Whatever marked the official tipping point, it all feels 
familiar now: the master chefs, treasure seekers, tattoo 
artists, makeover experts, ghost hunters, dirty jobbers, 
untrained pets, C-list celebrity families, and glow-tanned 
bickering glambots overturning restaurant tables. We’ve 
been Flipping Out for years, and don’t necessarily want to 
flip out anymore. Even VH1’s Dating Naked, a series that got 
more buzz than any other new reality show in 2014, disap- 
pointed in the ratings (it debuted to just 826,000 viewers). 
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You know a genre’s in trouble when 
hot naked singles rubbing body paint 
on one another don’t draw a crowd. 

The diminishing returns of cable 
TV’s sea of reality sameness are 
among the reasons networks that 
have devoted decades to producing 
unscripted shows are suddenly making 
dramas instead. 

“Every year the number of shows 
that premiere increases exponentially 
while the number that hit decreases 
exponentially,” says Lara Spotts, Bravo's 
senior VP of development. “It’s the 
most Hunger Games-ian environment 
we've ever seen as programmers. We’re 
all trying as many strategic moves as 
we can.” 

A scripted hit is far more costly and 
difficult to produce than a reality 
show, which is why niche cable net- 
works have long shied away from even 
attempting one, leaving the genre to 
the big boys. But with ratings sagging 
for cable and broadcast networks 
alike, and advertisers always willing to 
pay a premium for a quality scripted 
show, even modest-size cable channels 
are busting out of their comfort zones. 
It’s part innovation, part desperation, 
part why-the-hell-not. 

Bravo, which announced its intention 
to move into scripted programming in 
2011, will finally enter the fray in Decem- 
ber with Girlfriends’ Guide to Divorce, 
starring Lisa Edelstein (House) as a 
fortysomething self-help author who 
navigates her marital split. “Shonda 
Rhimes isn’t on five nights a week, so 
maybe [her audience] will come to us on 
Tuesdays,” Spotts reasons. 

Next year Bravo's rival E! will launch 
The Royals, a soapy scripted drama 
about a wildly fictionalized British 
royal family, starring Elizabeth Hurley 
as the queen of England. “It’s harder 
and harder for a reality show to break 
through,” says Jeff Olde, executive VP 
of programming at the network that 
gave us the Kardashians. “And for us 
The Royals felt like a natural extension, 
to give our viewers a look into a world 
where we'd gladly send our reality cam- 
eras but where they could never go.”

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horror series, and it’s not hard to 
understand why. AMC’s The Walking 
Dead is delivering an incredible 
17 million viewers. It’s easy for execu- 
tives to think, “All we’d need is a 
fraction of that audience to have our 
biggest hit ever.” WEtv’s new scripted 
show will be the exorcism drama South 
of Hell, exec-produced by Eli Roth and 
starring Mena Suvari. Animal 
Planet—that’s right, even Animal 
Planet—is developing the graphic- 
novel series The Other Dead, about 
zombie animal attacks in Louisiana. 
And WGN America, a network best 
known for sports coverage and sitcom 
reruns, bypassed the reality genre 
altogether and turned to original pro- 
gramming earlier this year with the 
scripted witches’-brew drama Salem. 
“THorror] has a built-in audience that 
you can count on to come to your 
network and check it out,” says WGN 
president and GM Matt Cherniss. 
“There were people building fan web- 
sites for Salem before they had even 
seen it—and that’s very specific to 
these kinds of shows.” 

While fans’ enthusiasm for scripted 
dramas continues to grow, the safety 
net previously provided by reality 
TV is shrinking. In 2012 AMC made 
an uncharacteristic investment in 
reality programming with a new 
batch of shows. It didn’t last long. The 
network recently canceled all but 
two of its unscripted titles (and one 
survivor is its Walking Dead chat 
show). “In an environment of exploding 
content options for viewers, we have 
decided to make scripted program- 
ming our priority,” AMC announced 
in early October. Don’t take all this the 
wrong way. Reality TV isn’t going 
anywhere. You just might see fewer 
shows about naked house-flipping 
polygamous bass fishers in the near 
future, and a few more shows with 
impressive acting, smooth camera 
work, and snappily crafted dialogue. 
“We're not overdoing it,” Olde says. 
“We’re going to make a big bet and see 
if this works.” 


Game of Thrones: 
The Reign in Spain 


Thought you were a Thrones superfan? You’ve 
been put to shame. BY JAMES HIBBERD 


NIKOLAJ COSTER-WALDAU is used to 
being famous. But he’s not used to this. 

The dashing Game of Thrones star 
is sitting for an interview in a Seville 
hotel bar on Oct. 11 while gaggles of 
young women take pictures of him 
through the window until a server 
closes the drapes. He landed in 
Spain only a few days earlier, but 
fans quickly figured out the location 
of his hotel and have mobbed him 
more than once. Thrones typically 
shoots in Northern Ireland and Cro- 
atia but this year added Spain for 
scenes set in the show’s fictional 
country of Dorne. “[Fans have] 
become more intense in Belfast for 
the first time, too, but it’s nothing 
like Spain,” says the actor, who 
emphasizes he appreciates their 


interest—he’s just unaccustomed to 
quite this much of it. “They’re really 
sweet, but people are like, ‘I’ve been 
looking for you for two days!” Notes 
local film-commission director 
Piluca Querol: “They are really 
excited. There are a lot of girls try- 
ing to kiss the actors.” 

The actors, however, are hardly 
the biggest draw. When production 
company Fresco Film put out a cast- 
ing call for 600 extras for a key battle 
scene, fan response overwhelmed 
its servers with an incredible 86,000 
applications—and not just from peo- 
ple who need employment. One 
hired extra took a vacation from his 
high-level banking job to spend time 
on the set. 

Spain’s response reflects the

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global fandom growth of HBO’s 
most popular series ever. Ratings 
climb each season and this year hit 
19 million viewers in the United 
States alone. But Spain is perhaps 
primed to be more appreciative 
than most—Thrones hired more 
than 1,000 locals across its month- 
long production and is expected to 
pump millions into the economy, 
which has been climbing out of a 
deep recession. (Last year the show 
generated $32 million for Northern 
Ireland.) “It’s been a great, uplifting

moment for the country,” says 
James Costos, the U.S. ambassador 
to Spain, who also happens to be a 
former HBO executive. “The great 
thing about Thrones is it has a tre- 
mendous impact in the long run on 
tourism everywhere they shoot.” 

Filming so far has primarily cen- 
tered on the 15th-century Alcazar 
palace, a lavish and sprawling com- 
pound in Seville that will serve in 
the show as the palace of House 
Martell, which is reeling (as we all 
are) from last season’s gruesome 
death of Prince Oberyn. In the 
upcoming season, Coster-Waldau’s 
character, Jaime Lannister, will pay 
a visit to the Martell family, encoun- 
tering Oberyn’s brother Doran 
(Alexander Siddig) and three of his 
vengeful bastard teenage daugh- 
ters known as the Sand Snakes 
(Keisha Castle-Hughes, Jessica 
Henwick, and Rosabell Laurenti 
Sellers). Each of the girls wields a 
different deadly weapon—a bull- 
whip, double daggers, and a spear. 
But at least none will be chasing the 
actor for a selfie.

nothing new, but recently 
the creators behind the 
iconic looks that come into 
our homes have become 
celebrity forces in their 
own right, with massive 
social-media followings 
and curated collaborations 
for major retailers. Thanks 
to trailblazers such as Sex 
and the Citys Patricia 
Field, names like Janie 
Bryant (Mad Men), Lyn 
Paolo (Scandal), and 
Salvador Perez (The Mindy 
Project) are tossed around 
in the same breath as 
actors and showrunners. 

“For the longest time 
costume designers 
weren't given their due. 
We're adding value to the 
clothes that are out there,” 
says Perez, who's become 
acase study with his 
custom-made on- and 
offscreen designs for his 
show's star, Mindy Kaling. 
“She's a dream actress 
to work with and under- 
stands that it’s a special 
thing to have custom- 
made clothes. Her 
gratitude inspires you 
to do more.” 

Add social media, 
and the game is totally 
changed. Perez, who 
worked on Veronica Mars, 
saw fan engagement 
brewing when an assis- 
tant showed him a blog 
that obsessed over 
the teenage sleuth’s 
repeat outfits and minor 
variations, like the disap- 
pearance of the choker 
(ditched only because 
Kristen Bell didn’t feel like 
wearing it that day). Now 
Perez is active on Twitter 
and Instagram, teasing full 
outfits weeks in advance. 

“People are tweeting 
constantly and asking

questions. The clothes 
have become such a big 
part of the character that 
the audience wants to 
know where they come 
from,” he says. Perez loves 
the feedback but admits 
to turning his phone off 
while the show is airing. 
“You instantly know what 
they don’t love, and you 
don't do it again.” 

Despite the designers’ 
elevated profile, things are 
still complicated, partly 
because of the bureau- 
cracy of networks. In his 
role as president of the 
Costume Designers Guild, 
Perez is aware of mem- 
bers getting scolded or 
outright fired for sharing 
photos. “Bottom line—it is 
their product, and we have 
to respect that,” he says. 
Costume designers do, as 
Perez puts it, work for hire: 
Once they create some- 
thing, the studio owns it 
and really has no obligation 
to them. Have you ever 
seen a costume-designer 
credit on an action figure? 

And yet Perez and 
Kaling’s exceptional rela- 
tionship might indicate 
anew era where the 
designer is not a work-for- 
hire technician but a rec- 
ognized rock star. Perez 
even has his own jewelry 
collaboration with Bauble- 
Bar. “Sal loves labels like 
| do, but he prioritizes fit 
above everything else. 
Every item of clothing | 
try on is tailored to fit my 
body perfectly,” says 
Kaling. The attention to 
detail has paid off. When 
Kaling saw a photo of

system Skynet on the ropes. John 
Connor (Dawn of the Planet of the 
Apes’ Jason Clarke) is the leader of 
the resistance, and Kyle Reese 
(Divergent’s Jai Courtney) is his 
loyal soldier, raised in the ruins of 
postapocalyptic California. As 
in the original film, Connor sends 
Reese back to 1984 to save 
Connor’s mother, Sarah, from a 
Terminator programmed to kill 
her so she won't ever give birth to 
John. But what Reese finds on the other side is nothing like what he expected. 

Secrets on the set of this $170 million production, due in theaters July 1, 
2015, are more tightly guarded than the blueprints that were once housed 
here when NASA was building the space shuttle. But what is clear is that this 
new group of filmmakers, led by producers David Ellison (who executive- 
produced Star Trek Into Darkness) and Dana Goldberg, is determined to 
reconnect to what made the first two Terminator films so cool and to hit the 
reset button on a franchise that has grossed $1.4 billion worldwide. 

Directed by Alan Taylor (Thor: The Dark World) and written by Laeta 
Kalogridis (Shutter Island) and Patrick Lussier (Drive Angry), Genisys 
sets out to take basic elements of the original 1984 film and rework them in 
striking new ways. As with the funky spelling of Genesis in the title, the 
filmmakers want a movie that feels familiar but also tweaks audience 
expectations (see page 25). “It’s like going on tour again if you’re Pink 
Floyd—the audience always wants to hear some of the old songs,” says Matt 
Smith, 31, the former Doctor Who star who plays a close ally of John Connor. 
“There are enough nods to the past that people will feel satisfied.” 

Twist No. 1? Sarah Connor (Game of Thrones’ Emilia Clarke) isn’t the

innocent she was when Linda 
Hamilton first sported feathered 
hair and acid-washed jeans in 
the role. Nor is she Hamilton’s 
steely zero-body-fat warrior in 
1991’s Terminator 2: Judgment 
Day. Instead, the mother of 
humanity’s messiah was 
orphaned by a Terminator at age 
9. Since then, she’s been raised 
by (brace yourself) Schwarz- 
enegger’s Terminator—an older 
T-800 she calls “Pops”—who is 
programmed to guard rather 
than to kill. Asa result, Sarahisa 
highly trained antisocial recluse 
who's great with a sniper rifle but 
not so skilled at the nuances of 
human emotion. 

“Since she was 9 years old, she 
has been told everything that 
was supposed to happen,” says 
Ellison, who credits James 
Cameron’s T2 as one of the 
reasons he chose to spend his 
career making movies. “But 
Sarah fundamentally rejects 
that destiny. She says, ‘That’s 
not what I want to do.’ It’s her 
decision that drives the story ina 
very different direction.” 

History has taught us that it 
can be perilous to mess with 
Cameron’s original two films. 
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Terminator and T2 combined a story that was equal parts foreboding morality 
tale and gripping romance with a dynamic heroine who could hold her own with 
Sigourney Weaver’s Ripley, and special effects that put the term “liquid metal” into 
our pop vocabulary. Although Jonathan Mostow’s Terminator 3: Rise of the Machines 
(2003) was a commercial hit that satisfied fans and critics thanks mostly to the pres- 
ence of Schwarzenegger (who earned $30 million for that little gig), the franchise 
went off the rails with Terminator Salvation (2009). The Governator skipped that 
installment, and Christian Bale’s viral on-set histrionics wound up eclipsing 
his onscreen performance as John Connor. The $200 million film grossed only 
$125 million domestically, aborting all hopes of launching another trilogy. 

In 2013 Ellison acquired the rights to Terminator for $15 million after a protracted 
process begun by his producer sister, Megan (Foxcatcher, Zero Dark Thirty), in 2011. 
(Their father is Oracle cofounder Larry Ellison.) David then forged ambitious plans

If you think you know the Terminator mythology, think again. Terminator: 
Genisys sets out to tweak the characters’ destinies—without overhauling 
them. Writers Laeta Kalogridis and Patrick Lussier agreed to script this 

new installment only under the condition that they would honor James 
Cameron’s original two movies, which Kalogridis calls “perfect films.” The 
writers developed an elaborate time-travel conceit—which jumps between 
three decades—to do just that. “We are not revising what happened in those 
movies. That will always exist,” says Kalogridis. “This is an alternate story, 
an alternate timeline.” Here are three episodes from Cameron's films that 
the new movie reconceives.

In The Terminator Reese delivers 
amessage to Sarah from her not- 
yet-born son (“Thank you, Sarah, 
for your courage through the dark 
years.... The future is not set”). 
This time, we see John Connor 
(Jason Clarke) actually task Reese 
(Jai Courtney) with that speech.

Schwarzenegger says. “People 
always have to go through that 
painful experience of doing a 
sequel, or something like that, 
without me.” 

Of course, Arnold alone doesn’t 
guarantee a blockbuster—just ask 
the folks who made Sabotage or The 
Last Stand—so director Taylor 
assembled a cast with enough geek 
bona fides to appease the Comic- 
Con crowd. Emilia Clarke, 28, best 
known as dragon mother Daenerys 
Targaryen on Thrones, relished the 
opportunity to imagine her charac- 
ter’s unusual childhood. “Oh, she’s 
just a normal girl growing up ina 
world with a Terminator for a dad,” 
she says with a laugh. “What was 
her first date like? Did he kill many 
of the dates she brought home?” 

That’s not entirely a joke. At the 
emotional heart of Genisys is the 
budding romance between Sarah 
and Kyle Reese—a union essential 
to the creation of John Connor. “I 
had never fallen in love on screen 
before,” says Courtney, 28, who’s 
played baddies in Jack Reacher and 
Divergent. “It was interesting to do 
that, especially when you’ve got a 
backdrop of the future and the 
past and all this other s---: endo- 
skeleton, robots.” 

The film also adapts to our cur- 
rent cultural anxieties. The threat 
of nuclear holocaust that freaked 
out ’80s audiences has been 
eclipsed by our fear of cyberattack. 
“Skynet no longer has to break 
down our front door because we 
line up in front of Apple stores to 
invite it in,” Ellison says. “We're con- 
stantly giving away our privacy.” 

Naturally, a Terminator movie 
wouldn’t be a Terminator movie 
without epic set pieces and cutting- 
edge technology. Even toward 
the end of production, the actors— 
who worked 12-hour days, six 
days a week, for nearly four 
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months—seemed a bit overwhelmed. “The thing I didn’t 
know about action movies is that when someone is running 
on screen, they are really running,” Emilia Clarke says. “No 
one looks brilliant running on camera. That’s an embar- 
rassing day when you look at yourself and think, ‘Oh, yeah, 
Tlook like an idiot. I should fix that.” 

Jason Clarke (no relation), 45, admits he was daunted 
by the need to get the action sequences just right, includ- 
ing one where a vehicle flips off a bridge. “You have to be 
physically on top of [these stunts],” he says. “If you get it 
wrong, it’s a two-, three-hour reset. You’re shooting at 
night. Trying to beat the sun coming up. There are a lot 
of pressures on these big films. I landed right in the 
middle of Arnold in one scene, with my boots banging 
down on the ground. I could have broken the dude.” 

Doubtful. Schwarzenegger is unstoppable, and this is no 
mere cameo but a significant role—this time with a whole 
new suite of technology on his side. In what could be one of 
the most impressive technical feats yet, the filmmakers 
plan to re-create the memorable scene in the original 
Terminator when the T-800 lands at L.A.’s Griffith 
Observatory, complete with Schwarzenegger’s 36-year-old

face and ripped, naked body. To achieve that, the special-effects team has created 
a “synthespian,” or synthetic thespian, using a body double plus scans of Schwarz- 
enegger’s face from the first film merged with what his face looks like now. The 
result: an entirely CG head of the Terminator circa 1984. “It’s the holy grail of visual 
effects,” Ellison says. “You create a walking, breathing human that doesn’t exist.” 

The filmmakers are counting on that technology, and the movie's villain— 
aman/machine hybrid they’re keeping under wraps—to be visual game changers. 
“Part of the challenge is to 
dazzle people with something 
they haven't seen before,” Taylor 
says. “There are elements in our 
main villain that are straining 
the capacities of our brilliant 
visual-effects people. So that’s 
a good sign.” 

Another may be Schwarz- 
enegger’s unfazed attitude 
toward it all. It’s the end of the 
day and he’s back in his makeup 
chair, relaxing in a tank top and 
shorts. Two technicians peel 
that green prosthesis off his face 
using chemicals that hover in the 
air. So how does it feel to be 
playing the Terminator again at 
69? “T’m 67,” he says. “But I like 
that number.” 

Neither age nor political office 
has softened his ribald humor, 
apparently, or his confidence. 
“When I look at the history, any- 
time a movie was well-done, it 
was huge,” he says. “If a movie is 
made well, if it’s a great charac- 
ter, if it’s well acted out, then 
people are going to come and 
see it. It’s so simple.” So simple! 
Even a machine could do it.

Poehler tells all 


What’s the thought behind the title Yes Please? 
Saying “yes” has gotten me a lot of places in my life. 
As I’ve gotten older, I’ve added the “please.” It feels 
vulnerable and strong, a polite way of asking for 
what you want. Also, my kids can say it really easily. 
And it translates well into the hundreds of other 
languages the book will come out in! 

I’m kind of too old to be cute and too young to be 
able to look back on my 40 years in show business. 
[Laughs] That’s why it’s not a typical memoir, it’s 
essays and real and fake advice. I wanted it to feel 
like a scrapbook or a journal of my life so far. 

So you weren’t always writing upright at a desk 
with three freshly sharpened pencils... 

I always had the fantasy that I would rent a cabin in 
Big Sur and that I would dress for writing and I would 
talk to magazines about how I’d like to turn off the 
phone and wear comfortable sneakers! The reality is, 
when you have little kids, and when you're shooting a 
TV show, you hack away. I wrote it when I could. I had 
to let go of the idea that creativity comes out of still- 
ness. I find that creativity usually comes out of chaos. 
Tina Fey, Mindy Kaling, and Rachel Dratch all sang 
your praises in their books. Did you return the favor? 
My dream would be to write a book about my 
talented and famous friends and just spend a 
chapter on each. It would be a dream not only 
because it’d be so easy to write about how much I 
love their hearts and their work, but also I wouldn’t 
have to write about myself. I was constantly 
struggling with “Can I just tell another great story 
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about why Maya Rudolph’s the best cast member ever on SNL?” [My 
editors] were like, “Yes, but you might also want to share a little bit 
about you.” When you're a “woman in comedy,” youre all kind of lumped 
together in this weird soup, whereas if you go back and read the books 
of any of these women, you’re reminded of how different and unique 
and special and interesting and specifically skilled everybody is. 

What was the most fun part to write? 

Thad a lot of fun writing the Upright Citizens Brigade history because 
it reminded me not only of a time when I was young and skinny and got 
alot more sleep, it also reminded me of a time I’m really proud of—the 
big risks that we took because we were young and didn’t know any 
better. It felt nice to go back there and talk about my years in Chicago 
at Second City and ImprovOlympic and starting the theater at UCB. I 
felt like I was talking about something that was bigger than myself. 
Something that had taken on an energy that I couldn’t fully claim or be 
responsible for. That was really cool. 

That’s a great chapter for any young person who’s struggling to 
make it. You write about things like finding rats in your stove. 
[Laughs] Everyone likes to romanticize those times, and there’s a reason 
why. You really just didn’t have any idea that you’d make it. My career 
was a very slow and steady climb. I was slogging along every day like all 
of us are. Then all of a sudden, days make a year, then five years, and 
you can look back and see how things have changed. 

Lately you’ve been focusing on ushering in other talent: Broad City 
for Abbi Jacobson and Ilana Glazer, Difficult People for Julie Klausner 
and Billy Eichner, an NBC pilot for Natasha Lyonne. Does producing 
feel as good as starring in your own stuff? 

Oh my God, it feels better! I love writing and directing and producing— 
it’s really where your power positions lie on set. I like creating things 
with people.

Andy Weir is living the dream of every writer. 
Last year his self-published sci-fi novel The Martian became a best-seller. 
Now it’s being adapted into a movie starring Matt Damon. 
= Not bad for a guy who used to tinker with ones and zeros for a living.

NDY WEIR has a deep fear of flying. 
He has not set foot on an airplane 
since 2007, when he traveled from 
his home turfin Northern California 
to visit his mother in Phoenix. So in 2013, when 
he found himself signing lucrative contracts for 
the publishing and film rights to his debut novel, 
The Martian, he did everything over the phone. 
He never once met any of the disembodied voices 
calling from New York and L.A., never shook 
anyone’s hand or clinked champagne flutes in a 
cushy conference room. “I was honestly worried 
it was a scam,” Weir says. “Out of nowhere 
someone offers to make all my dreams and life- 
long ambitions come true and pay me a big pile 
of money? It seemed too good.” 

The situation was improbable. Just one year 
prior, Weir, a computer programmer by trade, 
had given up hope of becoming a professional 
writer after failing to get a single agent or 
publisher excited about his work. But then he 
posted The Martian online, and it generated such 
buzz that now here he was, signing mid-six- 
figure deals with both Crown Publishing and 
Twentieth Century Fox. His self-publishing 
success story—well-paid tech nerd becomes 
really well-paid novelist—made him the envy of 
every would-be author who ever fantasized 
about ditching his day job. Even critics were 
on board. (“Brilliant. A celebration of human 
ingenuity and the purest example of real sci-fi 
for many years,” said The Wall Street Journal.) 
Such a dizzying reversal of fortune just didn’t 
make sense to Weir. So it had to be a hoax, right? 
“But then the checks started coming in,” he says 


with a laugh. “And I thought, ‘Well, ifit’s a scam, 
then they’re not very good at it.” 

The Martian debuted on the New York Times 
best-seller list at No. 12 this past March. Since 
then, the book (now in paperback) has sold 
180,000 copies, and Ridley Scott is directing the 
adaptation, which stars Matt Damon as Mark 
Watney, an astronaut left behind on Mars after 
his crew mistakenly concludes he died during 
the mission. (Jessica Chastain, Kristen Wiig, 
and Chiwetel Kjiofor are among his A-list cast- 
mates.) Stranded in space, Watney has no way 
to communicate with Earth, nor enough food to 
sustain him until help can arrive. It’s a riveting 
adventure saga (think Cast Away meets Apollo 13) 
with enough physics and math to satisfy hard- 
core sci-fi fans. But it’s Watney’s witty voice— 
the book begins with “I’m pretty much 
f---ed”—that helped The Martian cross over into 
a mainstream hit. He’s a lovable character who's 
part Han Solo, part MacGyver...and one big part 
Andy Weir. “My theory is that every protagonist 
is someone the author wants to be or who the 
author wants to screw,” says Weir, 42. “Just so 
we're clear, Mark Watney is who I want to be. He 
has all the qualities I like about myself magnified 
without any of the qualities I dislike.” He smiles. 
“Mark Watney isn’t afraid to fly.” 


WEIR LIVES IN a modest two-story house in 
Mountain View, Calif., home to Google and other 
tech giants. A life-size decal of Buzz Aldrin on 
the moon greets you in the front hallway, as do 
the author’s two doted-upon cats, JoJo and Demi. 
In the living room, there’s a bookshelf devoted to

and a makeshift bar with top-shelf 
liquor for the cocktails-and-games 
parties he throws. 

Though Weir is not used to inter- 
views and worries about being dull, 
he’s a gracious host, eager to show 
his visitor the computer program he 
created while writing The Martian 
that maps the orbital trajectories of 
Earth and Mars. He meticulously 
researched every aspect—from the 
chemistry to the number of daily 
calories Watney would need to stay 
alive—and says he’s earned praise 
from NASA engineers for his efforts. 
“Tf people don’t like the book and say 
it’s because of the main character, 
well, that’s a matter of opinion,” he 
says. “But what bugs me is when people say 
there are scientific inaccuracies when there are 
not.” As if to illustrate his point, moments later 
his phone rings. It’s screenwriter Drew Goddard 
(World War Z), who’s polishing his script for The 
Martian and has a technical question about the 
temperature of Watney’s shelter. Without miss- 
ing a beat, Weir explains how a heater would 
eat up battery power on Mars. 

Talking to Weir, you can practically hear that 
scary-smart brain of his clicking and whirring. 
He quit his job at the software company 
Mobilelron in April to write full-time, but he still 
looks more computer programmer than hotshot 
author: His striped button-down shirt is a little 
rumpled, and his bright blue eyes hide behind 
decidedly non-hipster, wire-rim eyeglasses. He’s 
currently single—and is characteristically self- 
effacing about that. “I don’t even date; I’m 
terrible with women,” he says. 


WEIR WAS RAISED in the Bay Area, the only 
child of a particle-physicist father and an 
electrical-engineer mother who divorced when 
he was 8. He played around with Apples and 
PCs as akid and later studied computer science 
at UC San Diego until he ran out of money 
before he could finish. He’d always aspired to 
be a writer, but he didn’t want to bet on it. “I’m 
essentially a risk-averse person,” he says. “I 
wasn’t willing to take a chance on a lifestyle 
where I could fail and be economically ruined. 
Computer programming is pretty much guar- 
anteed income. I’m good at it and I like it. But 
it was my second choice.” In his late 20s, after

getting laid off from AOL and cashing in some of 
its then-pricey stock, he gave himself three 
years to get published. He wrote a book, Theft of 
Pride—“Tt’s a space-opera thing”—but couldn’t 
find an agent. (An even earlier attempt, The 
Observer, has thankfully been lost in the mists of 
the pre-Internet era, he says.) 

In 2002, with his self-imposed time limit up, 
Weir returned to programming. But he never 
stopped writing. He put sci-fi Web comics and 
short stories on his website, Galactanet, and 
slowly acquired a loyal readership. In late 2009, 
he started posting The Martian chapter by 
chapter. “It was a serial,” he says. “I never thought 
it would be more than that.” Readers loved it, 
though, and soon they were asking if he would 
make it available for the Kindle. Weir obliged, 
using Amazon's self-publishing arm and setting 
the price at the minimum of 99 cents. By early 
2013, The Martian had become a top sci-fi title, 
selling 35,000 copies in four months. 

That’s when it came to the attention of pro- 
ducer Simon Kinberg (X-Men: Days of Future 
Past). “1 fell in love with it,” he says. “The con- 
cept is good, but there’s a million sci-fi books 
about people being marooned on other planets. 
It’s the way The Martian is executed—the reality 
of the science and the humor and humanity of 
Mark Watney.” The publishing and film-rights 
deals were worked out in March 2018. “It was... 
an eventful week,” Weir says. He remembers 
walking away from his desk at MobileIron to 
take calls in the conference room. “It was like, 
‘Oh, I need to figure out this program bug and 
also I need to go negotiate my movie deal,” he 
says with a laugh. “The day it all came together 
Thad to take off from work. I was so stressed-out 
I couldn’t breathe.” 

Weir may have obsessed over every detail of 
the book, but he seems pretty laid-back about 
the big-screen version, which begins pro- 
duction this month in Hungary. He’s delighted 
that Damon is playing Watney and that Scott— 
who knows a little something about films set in 
outer space—is directing. And as a fan of 
NBC’s Community, he is super geeked out that 
Donald Glover is on board as well. For now, 
Weir has no plans to visit the set—though the 
idea of seeing his book reimagined with living, 
breathing people is enticing enough that he 
could maybe imagine reversing his no-fly policy. 
“Tf they invite me to go...I’d have to really think 
about that,” he says. “I think I could be a great 
mission-control guy in the background with no 
lines.”

SHE WAS ONCE ASKED if there were any other actresses 
in the world like her. And with that soft purr of a laugh, in an Italian 
accent that makes every word sound as if it’s coated in honey, she 
answered, “What does that mean, to be another Sophia Loren?”

OT BECOMING a franchise star might have 
been the best thing that ever happened to 
Jake Gyllenhaal. Back in 2010, the actor 
bulked and bronzed up to play the lead in 
Jerry Bruckheimer’s Prince of Persia: The 
Sands of Time, a big-budget adaptation of 
a videogame that was meant to be the 
first in a string of blockbusters. But the public steered clear, 
momentarily dashing any dreams Gyllenhaal might have 
had of seeing his face on millions of lunch boxes. The upside, 
however, was that he was liberated to become a serious 
actor again. And since then, he’s been dogged in his pursuit 
of challenging material: Source Code, Prisoners, Enemy. The 
results have been astonishing, even if the box office receipts 
have not. Now, in Dan Gilroy’s Nightcrawler, the 33-year-old 
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has delivered what could be his best—and 
creepiest—performance to date. (See sidebar.) 

Gyllenhaal is almost unrecognizable as Lou 
Bloom, a garrulous and more than slightly off 
L.A. fringe dweller who sells stolen scrap 
metal. The actor lost about 80 pounds for the 
role, but it’s unclear whether the script called 
for it or if Gyllenhaal just wanted to make us 
feel how morally hollow his character is, how 
he’s spiritually rotting away from the inside. 
He has a bug-eyed intensity that gives the 
movie its nervous, late-night tweaker energy. 
While driving home on the freeway, Lou spots 
a car on fire by the side of the road. He pulls 
over and watches a cameraman (Bill Paxton) 
film the police as they extract the injured 
driver from the twisted wreckage. Lou feels 
the rush of it. And his buzz is only heightened 
when he sees the footage on the news the next 
morning. He’s hooked on the excitement, the 
life-and-death thrill, the proximity to some- 
thing newsworthy. He decides then and there 
to become a “nightcrawler.” 

The first half of the film chronicles Lou’s 
baptism into the profession—how he goes from 
an ambulance-chasing wannabe to a fearless 
camcorder-wielding Weegee. Gilroy’s ace 
cinematographer, Robert Elswit, makes L.A. 
feel like an abandoned neon-lit alien planet rife 
with lethal danger. Prowling the streets in the 
wee hours, with an ear cocked to a crackling 
police scanner, Lou and his naive, slightly dim 
assistant (Riz Ahmed) hightail it from one 
crime scene to the next, capturing bloody foot- 
age that they sell to Nina (Rene Russo), a pro- 
ducer working the graveyard shift at the city’s 
lowest-rated network. She’s desperate for the 
most sensational footage she can get. “Think of 
our newscast as a screaming woman running 
down the street with her throat cut,” she says. 
Lou’s video is close-up and gory and aimed 
squarely at the fears of the upscale white demo 
she courts. He’s willing to do whatever it takes 
to get the goods, even if that means withhold- 
ing evidence from the police or moving the 
body at the scene of a car crash to stage a 
better shot. Like Gyllenhaal, Russo is dyna- 
mite in the film, though at times her over- 
heated performance is a little too reminiscent 
of Faye Dunaway’s amoral news viper Diana 
Christensen in Network. 

The comparison to Paddy Chayefsky and 
Sidney Lumet’s classic 1976 media satire 
isn’t an idle one. It’s been 38 years since 
Network howled from the window, warning 


us where our baser instincts were leading 
the medium of television. We’ve not only 
ignored that film’s doomsday prophecy, 
we've actually surrendered to the dark side. 
In its wickedly twisted way, Nightcrawler 
keeps Network’s battle cry alive. It’s a 21st- 
century takedown of the media’s pandering 
“Sf it bleeds, it leads” ethos and the ghoulish 
nightcrawlers who live by it. B+

THE EGOMANIACAL IMPULSES that drive 
Jake Gyllenhaal’s character in Night- 
crawler are also alive in an obnoxious 
person named Matt VanDyke, the focus 
of Marshall Curry’s outstanding docu- 
mentary. After college, Baltimore resi- 
dent and nonpareil narcissist VanDyke 
embarked on a “crash course in man- 
hood,” renamed himself Max Hunter, 
and traveled to the Middle East with his 
motorcycle and video camera. Following 
a series of unwise decisions, he found 
himself embedded with revolutionaries 
in the 2011 Libyan civil war. He even 
sniper-fired on an enemy combatant— 
though not until making sure that a 
Libyan was recording it. “We all gotta 
get a thrill somehow, right?” he says with 
a smirk that will make your flesh crawl 
off your bones. 

As with Werner Herzog’s Grizzly Man, 
Point and Shoot is a study of one man’s 
toxic need for aggrandizement, and is 
composed mainly of VanDyke’s own foot- 
age. But unlike Herzog’s poetic scolding, 
Curry exhibits extraordinary restraint 
and objectivity. Many of VanDyke’s 
imbecilic, humble-brag comments are so 
deluded—“When I saw myself in news 
reports fighting, it became validation 
that I was a real rebel fighter”—that 
they seem like laugh lines from The 
Colbert Report. Curry’s condemnation 
is unspoken, coursing silently through 
the story’s veins. His film is an essential, 
fascinating critique—and product—of 
our “look at me” culture. A=

Goodbye to Language 3D

IT MIGHT SEEM SURPRISING that directors Christopher Nolan, David 
Fincher, Quentin Tarantino, Steven Soderbergh, Wes Anderson, and 
the Coen brothers have never made a movie in 8-D—while monsieur 
malcontent/hater of all things Hollywood Jean-Luc Godard has. Then 
again, the 83-year-old has rarely missed an opportunity to use film as a 
means of messing with audience perceptions, whether by choice of 
subject matter or technique. Soderbergh, in fact, recently said in The 
New York Times, “There just isn’t anything interesting happening now 
that he didn’t do or try first.” (See sidebar.) His 1960 debut, Breathless, 
innovated the use of jump cuts, which are de rigueur for goosing up 
action movies today. His last feature, 2011's Film Socialisme, was partly 
shot on his cell phone. And while his newest, Goodbye to Language, is a 
ponderous reverie on the themes of love and pain that have consumed 
his brain for half a century, 3-D is the ideal toy for an old enfant terrible 
like Godard to play with. Packed with dazzling images, the film makes 
3-D feel like something brand-new to the medium. 

Acknowledging from the first shot that the “8D” (which we see in red 
block letters obscuring the puny white “2D”) is the main attraction, 
Godard proceeds to pull and then stretch glimpses of beauty from the 
everyday. The reflection of trees on the surface of a pond. Windshield 
wipers. A couple (Héloise Godet and Kamel Abdelli) meeting behind an 
iron gate, their hands lightly touching on the bars. Close-ups of their 
dog (played by Godard’s own, Roxy) looking forlorn as the subtitles 
change dimension depending on the position of her nose. As usual, 
Godard’s dialogue is riddle-filled—several discussions are had on the 
toilet, with one character musing, “Our thoughts regain their place 
in poop.” But his best magic trick comes in two scenes of romantic 
quarreling. Godard splits the 3-D image so that each of our eyes focuses 
on a different lover as the couple push apart in opposite directions. In 
someone else’s film it would be a technical glitch. Here it’s perfect: 
fraught love as migraine vision. No doubt Godard appreciates the fact 
that 3-D—much like life—can give you a headache. B

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OU MIGHT NOT like Olive Kitteridge. But 
you'll want to understand her. That dichot- 
omy is what makes the four-part mini- 
series that bears her name so enthralling, 
especially since it’s clear that Olive 
doesn’t always like herself: She’s plotting 

her own suicide in the opening scene. 
Adapted from Elizabeth Strout’s Pulitzer Prize-winning

The Treasure 
Hunters’ Favorite 
Record Label 


| Light in the Attic Records has a mission: to 
rescue unjustly forgotten albums—including a 
newly unearthed late-’60s gem by cult R&B 
songstress Barbara Lynn. —KYLE ANDERSON 


IN 1968 BARBARA LYNN was rid- 
ing high. A gifted young blues 
guitarist and songwriter whose 
compositions had already been 
covered by Otis Redding and 
the Rolling Stones, the Beau- 
mont, Tex., native had just 
signed with Atlantic Records to 
release her major-label debut, 
Here Is Barbara Lynn. Though it 
spawned the radio hit “You'll 
Lose a Good Thing” and landed 
her an extended tour with B.B. 
King, it wasn’t the success 
Atlantic had hoped for. By the 
mid-1970s, a disillusioned Lynn 
had mostly withdrawn from 
the industry to raise her fam- 
ily—and Here was essentially 
lost to history. 

Fast-forward four decades, 
and cue the entrance of Matt 
Sullivan. In 2002 the then- 
26-year-old founded Light in 
the Attic Records, a label 
whose raison d’étre is resur- 
recting forgotten classics for a 
new generation of viny] fetish- 
ists and crate diggers. “When 
they called, I was amazed,” 
says Lynn, now 72, via phone 
from her Beaumont home. “I 
didn’t think anybody was still 
thinking about me.” 

Here Is Barbara Lynn is the 
latest in a series of some 150 
eclectic reissues put out by the 
Seattle-bred boutique label. 
Its 2014 slate also includes a 


standout collection of early- 
70s gospel-choir Bob Dylan 
covers, a series of Sly Stone 
recordings from his pre- 
Family era, and a sparse 
private-press masterpiece cut 
by a mysterious artist named 
Lewis that won music-blog 
acclaim upon its rerelease. 
LITA is also responsible for 
rediscovering great, long-out- 
of-print productions by Nancy 
Sinatra collaborator Lee 
Hazlewood and excavating the 
two landmark studio albums 
recorded by psych-rock 
enigma Rodriguez, who went 
on to become the subject of the 
Oscar-winning 2012 documen- 
tary Searching for Sugar Man. 
“What we try to do,” says 
Sullivan, “is give something 
a new life and help it reach a 
wider audience. For example, 
my mom got our newsletter 
and she was like, ‘Who’s 
Barbara Lynn?’ My mom 
would love Barbara Lynn if 
only somebody told her about 
her, and that’s so much the 
heart of what Light in the Attic 
is: finding things that really 
deserve to be heard and giving 
them some context.” Lynn— 
whom he discovered after 
catching her at a show in Los 
Angeles a couple of years ago, 
and by watching “fantastic old 
videos of her from the ’60s,

black-and-white footage of 
her playing on American and 
German TV”—was a relatively 
easy get, since LITA has a 
distribution relationship with 
Warner Bros., which happened 
to own the rights to the record. 
Plus, Lynn herself was enthusi- 
astic about getting interviewed 
and providing photos for the 
deluxe packaging. But not 
all efforts run as smoothly. 
Sullivan prefers to have the 
full cooperation of the artist, 
which can prove elusive. “Most 
releases we’re doing were 
financial failures back in the 
day,” he says. “The artist put a 
lot of heart and soul into it, but

it didn’t take off. So we’re com- 
ing forward 40 years later, and 
they often say, “Thanks for 
your enthusiasm, but we had a 
really bad experience, and do 
we really want to revisit this?’ 
It takes persistence, and as we 
do more records, it helps to 
show them the work we’ve 
done—they can look at it and 
understand we’ve put a lot of 
love and care into it.” 

For the LITA team, patience 
isn’t just a virtue, it’s a job 
requirement. “I tried to get 
Lee Hazlewood for years when 
he was alive,” Sullivan says. 
“He was just your classic 
old-school curmudgeon. He

turned us down, and it was 
heartbreaking. Sadly, he 
passed away [in 2007], so we 
had to start explaining to the 
family that we could do a 
really special job with it. For- 
tunately, they came around.” 
Though LITA’ releases are 
rarely blockbusters, the label 
found its first real breakout 
with Wheedle’s Groove, a com- 
pilation of vintage Seattle- 
area soul and funk tracks that 
even locals were unaware of. 
“That was a really definitive 
one,” Sullivan says. “We were 
documenting something so off 
the radar. It’s material from 
the ’60s and ’70s, private- 
press and self-released 45s. 
These are people who went to 
the same high school as Jimi 
Hendrix and Quincy Jones. I 
was born and raised in the 
suburbs of Seattle, and my 
knowledge of that scene was 
zero. That was one we were 
really proud of, and still are.” 
Today, Light in the Attic has 
around 75 projects in various 
stages of completion. (“We 
don’t know when the licenses 
will come through,” he says. “It 
might be tomorrow, it might be 
10 years, it might not [happen] 
at all.”) The label has also 
recently expanded its reach 
with the Modern Classic 
Recordings series, which 
focuses on vinyl pressings of 
releases from the ’80s, ’90s, 
and 2000s, including Mercury 
Rev’s Deserter’s Songs, 
D’Angelo’s Voodoo, and Mor- 
phine’s Cure for Pain. LITA 
aims to make a profit, of course, 
but it’s largely a labor of love— 
and maybe a little self-interest. 
“Not to be too negative, but 
there’s a lot of crap in the 
world,” Sullivan says. “I want to 
be able to put something more 
positive back out there. And if 
nothing else, I now have Cure 
for Pain on my record player.”

LARK GRISWOLD demonstrated 
the perils of family trips more 
than 30 years ago, but appar- 
ently Douglas Petersen never 
saw one of National Lampoon’s 
Vacation movies. 

The hapless 54-year-old Lon- 
doner at the center of David Nicholls’ new novel 
thinks a European tour is the perfect strategy 
to win back his wife, Connie (“Douglas, I think 
our marriage has run its course. I think I want 
to leave you”), and his sullen, distant, college- 
bound son, Albie (“We're not friends. You’re 
my father”). Problem is, Douglas has the 
emotional touch of an sledgehammer—his 
idea of father-son bonding is showing the boy 
the hotel room where he was conceived. Ick. 

Us, which follows the family through art 
galleries, seedy inns, and sorry restaurants, 
is laced with flashbacks of Douglas and 
Connie’s unlikely three-decade marriage. She 


is a free-spirited former artist; he’s a bio- 
chemist. She is a human being; the jury is still 
out on him. As the clan lopes from France to 
the Low Countries to Germany, Nicholls 
captures the discomfort and claustrophobia 
of forced fun all too well. The results are 
laughable and disastrous. 

Unlike Douglas, Nicholls is a master of 
nuanced relationships. He’s also a pro at deliv- 
ering a tight, clever structural narrative, as he 
proved in his terrific previous novel One Day, 
which was an ENTERTAINMENT WEEKLY best 
book of 2010. (It was then adapted into an 
Anne Hathaway movie, which should have 
been on EW’s worst-film list in 2011.) 

A footnote: Us is one of two compelling new 
books with a pronoun for a title—the other, You, 
by Caroline Kepnes (a former EW staffer), is a 
more literal take on the pain people can cause 
each other. Great novels, the both of them— 
just don’t read them with your loved ones. A=

DAVID BENIOFF Congratulations to 
you! This is a beautiful novel. I didn’t 
think I’d have time to read it, but then 
I started the first few pages just to be 
polite. And then I got sucked into it 
and truly fell in love. 

MICHEL FABER | don’t have a television, 
so I’ve never seen Game of Thrones. 
There’s this awkwardness about 
someone really loving my book and 
me having no idea who they are! Then 
my publisher said, “Well, he’s written 
anovel called City of Thieves.” So Iread 
it, and it’s really good. 

BENIOFF Thank you! First of all, it’s 
been 12 years since The Crimson Petal 
and the White. That was quite a wait 
for people who were so in love with 
that novel. 

FABER When The Crimson Petal came 
out, I did some touring for it and I got 
very peopled out. I’m really quite a 
private person, so I’d shaken a lot of 
hands and gone to a lot of places. The 
other thing is that at that point, Britain

had followed the USA into the Iraq 
and Afghanistan wars, and I got very 
despondent about the role of writers 
when awful world events are going on. 
At that point, I felt perhaps the most 
dignified thing to do was to shut up 
and not say anything. I started writing 
The Book of Strange New Things prob- 
ably in 2006 or 2007. I wanted to take 
a journey into the dark and not know 
where it was going to take me. Then 
my wife got diagnosed with cancer. So 
that was really the wrong sort of book 
for me to be writing in that kind of

circumstance. It was very difficult to 
find the head space to do that given 
what was in my head at the time. 
BENIOFF It’s so interesting. When 
I heard about your wife’s illness, I 
assumed that the impetus of the book 
came out of that, but actually you had 
the idea for the story, it sounds like, 
long before the diagnosis. 

FABER Sure. What you say is percep- 
tive—the book does very much deal 
with illness, and it ended up dealing 
with my wife’s illness. That’s one of the 
advantages of a book where you are 
taking a journey into the dark—it 
means that you can feed on things that 
are going on in your life. 

BENIOFF Do you worry that people of 
faith might be insulted by some of 
the themes? 

FABER | was talking to someone 
from the publishing company about 
this, and she said that hard-line fun- 
damentalists only read hard-line- 
fundamentalist literature, so there’s 
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no way they’re going to read The Book 
of Strange New Things. 

BENIOFF A few weeks ago I saw the 
movie Under the Skin, which was 
based on your novel. It was beautiful, 
and I had the strange experience of 
reading the book after seeing the 
movie. They’re completely different. I 
was curious what you thought of the 
movie given that it takes the basic 
premise of your story and then goes 
in a completely different direction. 
FABER They are completely different, 
aren’t they? I was delighted by that. 
What I really would not want is to 
have a faithful but mediocre version 
of one of my books. That would be the 
worst of all possible worlds. A short 
story that I wrote some years ago 
called “The Fahrenheit Twins” was 
adapted into a stage play, and the 
novella was really quiet and eerie and 
spooky. The people who adapted it 
for the stage made it into this incred- 
ibly high-octane, knockabout extrav- 
aganza, and it was terrific! 

BENIOFF It’s good to hear that faith- 
less but brilliant is better for you than 
faith and mediocrity. Will The Book of 
Strange New Things be adapted? 
FABER It’s going to be a TV series, and 
they’re going to see if it’s got narrative 


legs for a number of series. It’s a good 
team that’s tackling it, and it’s got to 
be very different from the novel, and 
that will be a plus in my mind. 
BENIOFF Was it a relief going to 
another world in this novel and 
getting away from this one? 

FABER Yes. That was part of the origi- 
nal impetus—to do a novel that had 
no human beings in it whatsoever and 
was entirely peopled by aliens on 
another planet. One of the things 
about these aliens that’s genuinely 
attractive to me is the way they don’t 
play emotional games. They’re com- 
pletely on the level. But the cost of 
that is that they’re in some ways 
cheap, or like bees in a hive. I think 
once creatures have emotional com- 
plexity, there are various dysfunc- 
tions that come with that. For a long 
time, I wasn’t willing to accept that. I 
was just fed up. But now I actually feel 
more love for human beings than 
I have at any other time in my life. I 
think that good writers are torn 
between hating the human race and 
loving it too much, and at this stage of 
my life, I tend to get swamped by the 
essential goodness of most people. I 
hope that lasts until I die, because 
cynicism is no fun.

The Book of

Extraterrestrials in popular 
culture have coveted many 
things belonging to human- 
kind: our natural resources, 
our bodies, our Reese’s Pieces. 
But rarely do they want to 
worship our gods. In Michel 
Faber’s eerie, elegant novel, an 
ex-addict and petty criminal named Peter 
Leigh—now a happily married man of the 


cloth—is recruited by the mysterious multi- 
national corporation USIC to minister to the 
natives of a largely barren planet called Oasis. 
Even as a true believer, Peter arrives with 
managed expectations, but he is surprised to 
find that these small robed creatures, with 
their sibilant voices and strange, brainlike 
“faces,” are already eager disciples of what 
they've dubbed the Book of Strange New 
Things. (They don't like to call it the Bible out 
loud: “Power of the book forbid.”) Where does 
their devotion come from, though? And why is 
USIC so desperate to have Peter there? Strictly 
speaking, Strange New Things is science fiction; 
both Oasis and a collapsing near-future Earth 
are vividly drawn. But it hardly reads—or wraps 
up tidily—like a genre novel. (It’s also a literal 
galaxy away from Faber’s best-known book, 
2002's Victorian-era potboiler The Crimson 
Petal and the White.) Instead, he’s written a 
lovely, thought-provoking meditation on love 
and faith and the never-ending mysteries of 
the natural world. B+

my car window that night when | was 16?” 
Michael Connelly once asked. But he 

did look, and what he saw, driving home 
from his late-night job as a hotel dish- 
washer, would change everything: A man, 
running down the sidewalk, stopped to 
stuff something in the bushes, then dis- 
appeared into a nearby dive bar. Connelly, 
curious, decided to investigate—and found a 
gun. The incident kick-started a lifelong 
fascination with crime; he began devouring 
true-crime books, then novels, discovering 
Raymond Chandler while he was at the 
University of Florida. Soon he parlayed his 
interest into a job, working the crime beat at 
various newspapers in South Florida (he 
was even short-listed for the Pulitzer one 
year). Before long Connelly landed as a 
reporter at the Los Angeles Times, and 
while he was there—soaking in the grungy 
precinct back rooms, floodlit homicide 
scenes, courtrooms, dingy squad cars, cop- 
frequented diners—he started writing fiction. 
His first novel, the cerebral, hard-boiled 
police procedural The Black Echo, came out 
in 1992 and introduced his most famous 
character, on-and-off-again LAPD detective 
Harry Bosch. Since then Connelly’s gone on 
to write 26 more novels—the majority 
starring Bosch—which have been translated 
into 39 languages and sold 58 million copies. 
The pleasures of a Connelly tome are many: 
complex, Easter-egg-strewn plots, terrific 
minor characters, L.A’s gritty underbelly. 
These aren't mysteries you'll forget. 

They'll stay with you, even haunt you.

The Peripheral 


William Gibson 
SCIENCE FICTION 
By Miles Raymer 


IT’S PROBABLY NOT a good 
sign that the most accu- 
rate prognosticator in 
modern science fiction 
foresees bad things in the 
coming decades. Over 
the course of his career, 
William Gibson has cor- 
rectly predicted a broad 
range of real-life technological advances— 
from the Web to virtual Japanese pop 
stars, like the one that just appeared on 
Letterman—and how human life would 
change to adapt to them. 

Now, after a trilogy of present-day novels 
steeped in Bush-era paranoia, Gibson 
returns once again to the future, or more 
accurately a pair of futures. One is set an 
unspecified handful of decades from now, 
when modern civilization, just past its peak,

has begun slipping ever 
faster into decline, with 
drastic climate change 
and a teetering global 
economy the new facts of 
life. In the other, which 
takes place the better part 
of a century later, society 
has finally collapsed 
catastrophically and its 
remnants are ruled by 
ruthless elites who are 
able to stay in their posi- 
tions because they possess 
some miraculously power- | 

ful nanotechnology. 

Thanks to one of the most fantastical plot 
devices the author has ever used, the two 
eras come into direct contact with each other 
when a typically Gibsonian crew of scrappy 
working-class underdogs find themselves 
recruited into the kleptocratic power 
struggle. While the two sides engage in a dirty 
war run through with high technology and 
surreal temporal kinkiness, Gibson sketches 
a frightening near-future whose most dis- 
turbing aspect is how familiar it feels. A

The Real Thing

OM STOPPARD is justly 
renowned for his eru- 
dition and wit, but in 
his 1980s drama The 
Real Thing he also 
found a (philandering) 
heartbeat beneath all 
the allusions to Strindberg, Wilde, 
Coward, and Herman’s Hermits. The 
hero is a Stoppard-like playwright 
named Henry (Ewan McGregor), 
who drops one actress wife (Cynthia 
Nixon) for another (Maggie Gyllen- 
haal) as he searches for ever-elusive 
authenticity at home and at work. 
Henry’s snobbishly high standards 
are continually thwarted—by writer's 
block, by the need to take dumb T'V- 
script assignments, by his new wife’s 
infidelity, and even by his own (mostly 
closeted) populist tastes. 


McGregor is confident and sexy, 
using badinage as a bandage over 
wounds he’d rather not examine too 
closely. Nixon (who played Henry’s 
teenage daughter in the 1984 NYC 
production) is a worthy foil, wearing 
dowdy dresses and a look of wry 
resignation. Gyllenhaal, a pixie-cut 
dream girl, has a chillier but still 
effective presence. But director Sam 
Gold’s fussy production blurs the 
distinction between scenes with 
a single drab set and cast-sung 
interludes of ’60s pop. Not only is it 
harder to follow the tricky plot (and 
its plays-within-plays), but the songs 
suggest a kumbaya solidarity among 
the characters that undercuts the 
show’s message about the challenges 
of forging connections.

The Last Ship

The biggest selling point of The 
Last Ship is also its greatest 
stumbling block: multiple Grammy 
winner and tantra enthusiast 
Sting, who provides the music and 
lyrics to his first-ever Broadway 
show. The pop sensibility that 
turned “Every Breath You Take” 
and “Desert Rose” into hits is 
replaced by a series of dirges that 
lack the dynamism necessary to 
keep audiences fully tethered to 
the jumbled plot: Fifteen years 
after abandoning his working-class 
British town, Gideon Fletcher 
(Michael Esper) returns to bury his 
father, rekindle the relationship 
with his then-teenage girlfriend, 
Meg (Rachel Tucker), and get 
knee-deep in a labor battle over 
closing the local shipyard. There's 
alot to like about The Last Ship. The 
show rides efficiently on the crisp 
direction of Joe Mantello (Wicked), 
and the cast—particularly Fred 
Applegate as a foulmouthed, 
truth-telling priest—helps maintain 
the pace. Unfortunately, the 
Sting-penned songs anchor Ship 
just when they should be making
